In order to strike at a practice 


whereby shops are sold to appren- 
tices or journeymen who are not 
entitled by law to operate them, the 
legislature has passed a law defin- 
ing as a misdemeanor the selling 
of a shop to any person not the 
holder of a master barber's license 
without first explaining to him th« 
provisions of the law concerning 
his right to operats » shop. Where 
sach sales have occurred, they have 
often meant loss to buyers. The 
law now provides that if an appren- 
tice or journeyman owning a shop 
employs a master barber, such own- 
ership is within the law. 


The same act provides that the 


board of barber examiners may re- 
ifuse to grant a journeyman's license 
to any journeyman failing to pass 
the examination after three trials, 
or to anyone refusing to take such 
examination 
without 
sufficient 


cause.
